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Six year deadline 
hard to meet at Y

When the National Collegiate Athletic Associ- 
ation releases the graduation rates of athletes at 
its Division I member colleges and universities 
today, BYU’s rates may be well below average, 
school officials said. 

The concern about the NCAA report rests on 
the fact that two-year and 18-month missions 
many BYU athletes serve for The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints will not be 
factored into the statistics on how many athletes 
graduate within six years of entering the school. 

BYU President Rex E. Lee said he didn’t mind 
the information being released, “except that it is 
so hard to explain to people BYU's peculiarities. 
People get such a distorted view from those 
statistics. 

“We're bad enough as it is with the six-year 
program here on average, and I’m embarrassed 
by that,” Lee said. “But when you add two years 
(for missions) onto it, it makes it look very bad.” 

Bruce Higley, director of Institutional Studies 
at BYU, said 56 percent of male BYU students 
graduate within 12 semesters, or six years of 
school work. The problem is that six years can 
take eight to 10 years of elapsed time. 

As it is, the 50-page report Higley and BYU 
prepared to comply with the NCAA’s new rules 
shows only 36 percent of BYU athletes graduate 
within six years. 

The catch is that BYU’s six- year graduation 
rate for all students is 87 percent, which shows 
that athletes perform academically at the same 
norm as the rest of the student body. 

“It may be the case at other schools (that ath- 
letes’ graduation rates are much lower than the 
student body), but it isn’t the case at BYU,” 
Higley said. 

The 106-member NCAA has already released 
some statistics from its report, showing that 56 
percent of all students at its member schools 
pinavere within six year's, 52 percent of all ath- 

etes. 

More of the NCAA’s reports will be released at 
a news conference in Washington, D.C., today. 
Specific school-by-school breakdowns will be re- 
leased over the next two weeks.

parents aren't misled by the NCAA report into 
thinking their sons and daughters wouldn't get a 
good education if they joined a Cougar team. 

“You're not comparing apples and apples,” said 
Val Hale, assistant sports information director. 
“It’s comparing apples and oranges. That's the 
problem.” 

Head Football Coach LaVell Edwards said, “I 
think it’s fine. I think one of the problems is the 
system they use. It doesn’t allow for these kids to 
go on missions. I’m sure that’s going to be a factor 
with the parents. I think people will be looking at 
those statistics.” 

Edwards is not overly. concerned about the ef- 
fect on recruiting. “It’s just one of those rules 
that’s there, that you comply with,” he said. 

Higley said since he doesn’t know what statisti¢s 
the NCAA will release, he didn’t want to be critical 
of the report. The rates will be broken down by 
several categories including type and size of insti- 
tution, race, gender and sport.

Although it will cost students more 
to park behind the law school this 
coming school year, BY USA and Stu- 
dent Advisory Council officers said 
the original plan was to charge stu- 
dents $70. 

The Y lot behind the J. Reuben 
Clark Law Building will be changed 
to a G lot in the fall and students will 
be charged $40 to park there. 

Lt. Steve Baker, manager of BYU 
Traffic Services, said the traffic office 
had proposed a higher rate for the 
parking than SAC recommended, in 
hopes to curb the number of permits 
sold, but Baker said SAC’s Parking 
Committee Chair, Rob Wilson, inter- 
vened and proposed the $40 permit 
cost, which was willingly accepted by 
the traffic office. 

SAC and BY USA conducted a tele- 
phone survey April 8 to gauge stu- 
dents’ needs about parking. The stu- 
dents were asked the following 
questions: 

@ What year are you in school? 

@ What is your main form of trans- 
portation to campus? 

® Do you currently have a valid 
BYU parking permit? 

The survey explained that some Y 
and R lots would remain the same as 
they are now, allowing first priority 
of purchasing the permits to juniors, 
seniors and graduate students. 

Of the students surveyed, 82.1 per- 
cent supported such a proposal and 
17.9 percent did not. The main prob- 
lems students had with the proposal 
were the price hike, special treatment 
for upperclassmen and favoring the 
first come, fir'st served policy. 


However, more than half of the stu- 
dents supported the sale of priority 
permits to upperclassmen and more 
than half said they would support the 
proposal if the extra revenues were 
diverted into a program that directly 
benefits students. 

Baker said there have been many 
accidents in the Y lot behind the law 
school, and the safety factor is specifi- 
cally a problem. 

“Lot 26 has been a high-accident 
lot,” Baker said. The change in lot 26 
will cut down the volume of cars 
there, he said. The A lot and visitor 
parking will remain the same. 

Baker said the changes are meant 
to reduce high traffic flow and to 
make it more convenient for those 
students who have to commute. The 
goal is to discourage those in walking 
distance from driving. 

Baker said the number of G permits 
sold for next year will be limited to 
two permits per stall. Before, there 
wasn’t any limit on the number of per- 
mits sold. 

For example, there are 679 parking 
stalls in lot 26, allowing a total of 1,858 
permits available for students. By im- 
plementing the two-per-one ratio of 
permits sold, Baker said, “Your 
chances of getting a parking space are 
much greater.” 

David Parkinson, Soapbox chair of 
SAC, said the new permit cost is a 
discrimination against the poor. “It’s 
an issue of money rather than solving 
the parking problems,” Parkinson 
said. 

In response, Baker said, “It’s not 
our intent at all.” He said the money 
collected for parking permits doesn’t 
go to the traffic office but to the uni- 
versity.

52 nations to bolster U.N. peace forces 


HELSINKI, Finland — A 52-nation security conference agreed in principle 
Wednesday to form peacekeeping missions that would work with the United 
Nations to intervene in conflicts in Europe. 

The Conference on Security and Cooperation in Europe also suspended 
Yugoslavia from the group for 100 days and said it would be expelled if it fails 
to help end the war in Bosnia-Herzegovina by then. 

The peacekeeping role for the 52-nation group is to be adopted in a declara- 
tion by world leaders, including President Bush and Russian leader Boris 
Yeltsin, at a summit in Helsinki on Thursday and Friday. 

While the CSCE was unlikely to send peacekeepers any time soon to end 
wars in the former Yugoslavia and Soviet Union, the declaration indicated the 
conference intended to expand its influence as a problem-solving group for a 
suddenly volatile continent. 

The conference is streamlining its decision making so it can move faster to 
head off crises and intervene in a | sregr td variety of issues in modern Europe. 

The conference statement said its forces could be used to help maintain 
cease-fires, monitor troop withdrawals and aid refugees, but only once a 
cease-fire is in effect. 

That would rule out immediate action in the breakaway republics of 
Yugoslavia, where the Serbian-dominated army continues aggressive action 
in Bosnia-Herzegovina. 


Marie Osmond sues over affair claims 


Marie Osmond filed a suit in a California superior court Tuesday against the 
tabloid paper the Globe. The suit alleges libel, defamation, intentional inflic- 
tion of emotional distress and invasion of privacy. 

The Globe printed a story in its July 16, 1991, issue which stated that 
Osmond and her husband’s newly adopted son, Michael, was the result of an 
extramarital affair of Brian Blosil, her husband. The article also stated that 
Osmond helped cover up the indiscretion to avoid embarrassment and possible 
extortion. 

Osmond released a statement saying, “The claims in the Globe article are 
absolutely false and untrue.” 

According to Kathy Gangwisch, Osmond’s press agent, Osmond and Blosil 
waited to file suit until adoption procedures for their son were complete. 

“The tabloids print what they want, when they want,” Gangwisch said. 

“It is my hope that this action will prevent any further destructive intrusion 
into my family’s privacy and the privacy of any other person,” Osmond said. 


SLC police seek rapist posing as nurse 


SALT LAKE CITY — Police are seeking a rapist who, with the aid of a 
woman accomplice, has sexually assaulted two women and attempted at least 
five other attacks since February. 

The rapist reportedly poses as a male nurse visiting women to perform free 
medical examinations, which are arranged by a woman claiming to be a state 
health department worker. 

“We've had five cases going back as early as February to as soon as this last 
week,” said Salt Lake County Sheriffs Detective Glenn Poret. “The public 
needs to be aware of this.” 

The sheriff's office is investigating incidents that occurred Feb, 25, April 18, 
May 21, June 21 and last week. In each case, the female victim received a call 
from a woman. In three of the cases, the “nurse” never showed up. 

But on May 21, the man came to a Salt Lake County home and sexually 
assaulted a 23-year-old mentally handicapped woman, Poret said. 


‘Stadium of Fire’ sparks 90 complaints 


PROVO — Promoters of “Alan Osmond’s Stadium of Fire” Independence 
Day celebration have received about 90 complaints over poor visibility at the 
fireworks and music show. 

Fans were upset that larger speaker stacks on each side of the stage 
obscured their view of the Beach Boys’ performance, acknowledged Ron 
Clark, spokesman for Alan Osmond’s production company. 

“Mr. Osmond is planning to deal with the disgruntled patrons on a case-by- 
case basis,” Clark said. “He personally had the stage moved back on three 
different occasions before the show to try to alleviate these problems. 

“He is aware that still not everyone was pleased and will do everything he 
can to make things right,” Clark added. 

The fireworks presentation and concert were a sellout for the 12th year ina 
row. 

Osmond was in Los Angeles Tuesday making arrangements for next year’s 
celebration. But in a letter sent to Utah newspapers, he wrote that obstructed 
viewing is a problem with many outdoor concerts. 

“We tit new prourid that night and learned from it what must be done to 
better accommodate you in the future if you wish for such concert-firework 
spectaculars to continue,” Osmond said.

For former BYU shortstop Cory 
Snyder, playing in San Francisco this 


“ season has been like inhaling a breath 


of fresh air wafting off the Bay. 
Snyder is enjoying a rebirth of 


sorts in 92 with the Giants. In June, 


he hit a torrid .372, blasted five home 
runs, had 12 RBIs anda slugging per- 
centage of .649, reminiscent of the 
stirring talent he once displayed in 
Provo. 

For his efforts, the Giants’ out- 
fielder was named June’s National 
League Player of the Month. 

“Pm playing like the old Cory 
Snyder,” the Canyon Country, Calif. 
native told ESPN last week. Snyder, 
drafted out of BYU in 1984, has had 
mixed fortunes in the major leagues, 
having more ups-and-downs than the 
steep streets of San Francisco. 

He was hailed as a future star early 
in his career in Cleveland, but his bat- 
ting average and production gradu- 
ally dropped off after 1987. Last sea- 
son he was traded like a baseball card, 
bouncing from Cleveland to Chicago 
to Toronto. 

In the off-season, Snyder signed 
with the Giants and was expected to 
be a utility player. But three months 
into the season, the Giants have found 
themselves a clean-up hitter in 
Snyder, replacing the void of Kevin 
Mitchell, who had been dealt to Seat- 
tle in December. 

As of July 5, Snyder was batting 
.295, had hit 8 home runs and knocked 
in 33 RBI in 1992. He has also played 
every position for San Francisco this 
year except pitcher and catcher. 

When he was at BYU, Snyder’s 
performance reached legendary 
status. Originally recruited as a 
pitcher out of high school, Snyder 
showed his forte was hitting, launch- 
ing the first three pitches he saw as a 
collegian out of the park, BYU Sports 
Information Director Ralph Zobell 
said. Needless to Bay, his pitching ca- 
reer was put on hold 

Snyder turned out to be the N CAA 
Freshman of the Year in 1982. In 
1983, he helped lead the Cougars to a 
late-season number-one ranking with 
teammates who would become future 
big league stars: Kansas City first 
baseman Wall: ner and Minnesota 
reliever Ric era. 

“He was very coachable,” recalled 
BYU coach Gary Pullins this week of 
Snyder’s days as a Cougar. Snyder 
holds the BYU record for career bat- 
ting average (.428) and home runs 
(73). He was also named an All-Amer- 
ican his sophomore and junior sea- 
sons, Zobell said. 

Snyder feasted upon opposing 
pitchers at BYU, and according to 
Pullins, Snyder is one of only three 
players to hit a ball from Cougar Field 
to the steps of the Marriott Center. 
One of the other players was a guy 
named Reggie Jackson, when he 
played at Arizona State. 

In 1984, Snyder was drafted in the 
first round and later played for the ’84 
Olympic Team, which won the Silver 
Medal in Los Angeles. 

As a young pro, Snyder experi- 
enced a meteoric rise to fame, gracing 
the cover of the Sports Illustrated 
baseball preview issue in 1987. He 
went on to smash 33 homers that sea- 
son, as an encore to his 24 round trip- 
pers in just 103 games in 1986. 

In 1992, Snyder isn’t hitting with 
power like he once did, but his consis- 
tency and overall play, including his 
glove work, is again turning heads. 
He was considered one of baseball’s 
Golden Boys at BYU and at the 
Olympics, and despite a checkered 
pro career, Snyder has found success 
again in San F rancisco, playing in the 
shadow of the Golden Gate.

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Quilts show skillat museum exhibit

The Springville Art Museum will 
exhibit art quilts through July 12, one 
of the most popular exhibition of “the 
Art City.” 

The quilts are made mostly by 
artists from Utah and Arizona. “Some 
do it for fun, others to keep the tradi- 
tion, some to preserve the art form, 
others as a simple hobby, and some as 
professionals,” Assistant Museum Di- 
rector Sharon Gray said. 

The work is meticulously done. 
Looking up close, you can see thou- 
sands of small quilting patterns on 


varying sized patched or superposed 
colorful fabrics. 

Quilts are beehive or rectangular 
shaped; some quilts have symmetrical 
patterns, some are completely ab- 
stract with a logic of their own, diffi- 
cult for the lay person to understand. 
However, in each of the quilts there is 
a feeling of complete technical mas- 
tery. “It is a true art form,” quilter 
Jean R. Bess said. 

“Several people may work on the 
same quilt,” Bess said. The artist will 
use pattern paper to make the design, 
will chose the colors and then will do 
the patchwork; then he or she may 
hire someone else to do the quilting. 
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Obviously, originally it was done for 
utilitarian purposes. Then, it became 
an art when fabric became more avail- 
able, Bess said. Some people may 
wonder why someone would work on 
a quilt for months and then just hang 
it on a wall. To fans, however, quilts 
are much more than just a warm blan- 
ket. “I just come here and drool,”a 
quilt amateur said. 

This season is the 19th year of the 
Springville exhibit. Prices for the 
quilts range from 1,000 to 7,000 dol- 
lars, but some are not for sale. 

The Springville large quilt winner 
award was given to Ellen M. Craig 
from Bountiful, Utah. 


Folkfest starts 
this Saturday

A variety of world cultures will 
come to Utah County Saturday in the 
opening of the annual Springville 
World Folkfest. More than 400 
dancers will share their native cul- 
tures with an estimated 50,000 spec- 
tators through dance during the festi- 
val. 

The folkfest will turn the 
Springville Spring Acres Art and 
Recreation Park into an international 
parade of authentic native costumes, 
ethnic food and souvenirs beginning 
Saturday. The festival will continue 
through July 18. 

This year’s folkfest will feature mu- 
sicians and dancers from China, 
France, Ireland, Italy, Mexico, 
Poland, Tahiti and the United States. 

International folk groups are 
formed with the purpose of “spread- 
ing brotherhood through the world,” 
Colleen Drollinger, a member of the 
Springville World Folkfest Board of 
Directors, said. Folk organizations 
want “to promote peace in the world” 
through the exchange of different 
lifestyles and cultures. 

The Springville Folkfest chair, 
Fritz Boyer, said “Because of the mis- 
understandings that have occurred 
among people of different races this 
year, more than ever we have the 
opportunity to understand the world 
and its different cultures through folk 
dancing.” 

Folk dancers will perform different 
dances each night during the evening 
performances at the park. Each coun- 
try will perform six to ten dances 
throughout the festival. 

The public will have an opportunity 
to participate in the public street 
dance Wednesday. The dancers will 
demonstrate dance steps and invite 
the public to learn some international 
dances, Drollinger said. 

Springville has been a folkfest host 
since 1986. Since then, the folkfest 
has grown to be “the largest interna- 
tional folk festival in the United 
States,” said Springville Mayor De- 
lora Bertlesen in a press release. 

To participate in the festival, the 
folk dancer's must meet certain guide- 
lines set by international folk organi- 


- gations, Drollinger said. 


Each folk group must perform to 
live music that is authentic to its coun- 
try. The dancers and musicians must 
be natives to the country they repre- 
sent. 

Volunteers are an intricate part in 
the success of the Springville Folkfest. 

All the dancers stay with host 
families, who not only house them, 
but pay for their meals and entertain- 
ment. Having the dancers stay in 
homes provides both the dancers and 
the host families with first hand expe- 
rience with different cultures, 
Drollinger said. 

Besides dancing, the festival has an 
international market at the park with 
a variety of booths filled with ethnic 
food and souvenirs. 

Tickets for the festival are on sale 
now and are $6 for adults, $5 for se- 
nior citizens and $3 for children. More
